Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Again  I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1952 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  was  similar  to  that  of  the  rest 
of  the  County  and  one  death  resulted  from  Poliomyelitis. 

By  this  time  next  year  the  water  scheme  should  be  well  under  normal 
operation  which  will  be  a great  boon  to  all  the  villages  concerned. 

No  visits  by  the  Health  Committee  were  required  this  year  to  any 
food  premises  as  any  defects  that  arose  were  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Department. 

Old  properties  are  gradually  being  cleared  as  new  houses  become 
available  and  it  will  be  a great  move  forward  when  all  the  temporary 
huts  are  finally  demolished. 

Again  I am  pleased  to  thank  Mr.  Turbitt,  Mr.  Mayhew  and  Miss 
Thomas  for  their  ready  help  and  assistance,  also  the  Public  Health 
Committee.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  DISTRICT 

The  sanitary  condition  of  a district  depends  on  the  services  or 
facilities  available  in  regard  to  water  supplies;  sewerage  and  sewage  dis- 
posal; refuse  collection  and  disposal;  housing  of  the  people  and  places 
where  people  work.  These  services  or  facilities  may  be  provided  by  the 
local  authority,  which  is  usually  the  case,  or  in  some  small  degree  by 
private  concerns.  It  should  also  embody  the  supervision  of  the  public’s 
food  supply,  but  this  is  more  fully  dealt  with  in  Section  E of  the  report. 
Briefly,  it  concerns  what  we  eat  and  drink;  where  we  live  and  work,  and 
the  disposal  of  waste  matters  from  these  places.  Nowadays,  we  some- 
times hear  the  new  expression  “environmental  hygiene’’  used  to  describe 
these  conditions.  All  these  subjects  are  the  fundamentals  of  life,  and 
nothing  but  the  best  is  good  enough  for  any  district,  for  upon  the 
efficacy  of  these  services  or  facilities  will  depend  the  good  health  and 
well  being  of  a community.  Possibly  environmental  hygiene  sounds  nicer 
than  the  word  “sanitation’’.  But  whatever  the  caption,  it  is  a way  of 
life.  It  is  the  quality  of  living  that  is  expressed  in  the  clean  home,  the 
clean  business  and  industry,  the  clean  neighbourhood,  the  clean  com- 
munity. Being  a way  of  life  it  must  come  from  within  the  people;  it  is 
nourished  by  knowledge  and  grows  as  an  obligation  and  an  ideal  in 
human  relations.  It  is  the  preventive  approach  to  public  health  which 
aims  at  eradicating  those  conditions  which  may  affect  adversely  the 
health  of  the  individual  or  the  community. 

This  Council  is  doing  its  utmost  to  bring  about  better  sanitary  cir- 
cumstances or  improved  environmental  conditions  for  the  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  the  people  living  in  this  pleasant  rural  district  as  is  evidence 
by  the  number  of  houses  it  owns  and  is  building.  Reference  to  page  16 
will  give  some  indication  of  the  Council’s  achievement  and  future  pro- 
gramme in  this  respect.  An  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  will 
be  available  in  each  parish  throughout  the  district  in  1953. 

Besides  vastly  improving  the  amenities  of  houses  in  the  area,  facili- 
ties will  be  available  which  may  attract  the  attention  of  industrial  con- 
cerns to  the  district.  The  establishment  of  suitable  light  industries  may 
well  be  a matter  which  the  Council  may  soon  be  carefully  considering. 

Water  Supply.  Of  97  samples  of  water  bacteriologically  examined 
only  31  were  reported  satisfactory.  Again  this  shows  the  urgent  neces- 
sity for  the  regional  supply. 

Details  of  water  samples  taken  in  1952  from  various  parishes  in  the 
area  and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  to  which  they  were 
subjected  is  shown  in  the  first  of  the  following  tables.  Reference  to  the 
second  table  shows  the  condition  in  regard  to  water  samples  taken  over 
a period  of  the  past  13  years  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1952.

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  New  sewers  and  disposal  works  have 
been  completed  at  Croughton,  Chipping  Warden,  Culworth  and  Cha- 
combe.  This  has  enabled  60  premises  to  be  drained  and  connected  to 
the  new  public  sewers.  This  involved  the  laying  and  testing  of  many 
new  drains  of  which  a considerable  number  of  drains  were  partly 
relayed,  the  work  being  supervised  by  the  public  health  staff. 

The  following  parishes  of  Eydon,  Kings  Sutton,  Middleton  Cheney, 
Aynho,  Marston  St.  Lawrence  and  Radstone  have  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works,  not  up  to  the  standard  of  those  mentioned  above,  but 
which  are  capable  of  taking  foul  effluents  from  all  the  dwelling  houses. 
Overthorpe  has  had  a modern  system  of  sewage  treatment  for  some 
years. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Consistent  with  the  provision  of  new  sewer- 
age and  sewage  disposal  works  before  referred  to  it  has  been  possible  to 
provide  72  water  closets  where  formally  either  pails  or  privies  existed. 
In  addition  39  bathrooms  were  also  constructed. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  Area.  As  in  previous  years  a large  proportion 
of  the  time  of  the  health  officials  was  taken  up  in  attending  to  environ- 
mental conditions  in  the  area.  There  were  153  complaints  received 
which  mostly  concerned  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions.

Schools.  All  schools  in  the  district  were  visited  during  the  year 
and  the  results  of  this  Survey  are  shown  in  the  following  statement: — 
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Shops  and  Offices.  A considerable  number  of  shops  were  visited 
in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  details  of 
which  are  given  on  Page  20.  No  offices  were  inspected. 

Camping  Sites.  None  were  established  in  this  district  during  the 

year. 

Smoke  Abatement.  Again  no  action  was  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  are  still  no  such  places  in  the 
district. 

Verminous  Premises.  As  in  previous  years,  very  few  verminous 
premises  required  attention  in  regard  to  verminous  conditions. 

Throughout  the  later  summer  months,  the  Health  Department  gave 
assistance  in  dealing  with  no  less  than  98  wasp  nests. 
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SECTION  C 


HOUSING 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  had  completed  the  building  of 
31  Council  Houses  and  78  were  under  construction  at  that  time. 

The  reconditioning  of  13  privately  owned  houses  took  place,  2 of 
which  received  grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  One  would  have 
thought  that  more  applications  for  assistance  in  the  way  of  housing 
grants  would  have  been  received  when  one  considers  that  there  are 
approximately  2,400  privately  owned  houses  in  the  area  of  which  28  per 
cent,  had  been  placed  in  Category  V when  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
was  carried  out. 

There  are  69  dwelling  houses,  still  occupied,  which  are  subject  to 
either  Demolition  or  Clearance  Area  Orders.  Such  circumstances  show 
the  necessity  for  defining  some  definite  policy,  perhaps  nationally  as 
well  as  locally,  for  instituting  a programme  of  repairs,  maintenance  and 
general  reconditioning  to  stem  the  rate  of  deterioration  which  eventually 
might  well  bring  the  majority  of  dwellinghouses  into  such  a condition 
as  could  only  be  dealt  with  by  Section  11  (individual  demolition)  or 
Section  25  (clearance  areas)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Reference  to  this 
continuing  deterioration  has  been  made  in  my  previous  Reports  to  the 
Council  which  I believe  to  be  a matter  for  some  concern.  No  doubt  the 
low  rentals  of  many  cottage  properties  induce  no  encouragement  for 
landlords  to  spend  money  on  maintenance  repairs  to  their  property  in 
these  days  of  extremely  high  building  costs.  Because  of  this  difficult 
economical  situation  the  activities  of  the  Health  Department  has  for 
some  years  now  been  seriously  curtailed  in  respect  to  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  houses  for  the  working  classes. 

Particulars  pertaining  to  housing  procedure  in  1952  is  shown  in  the 
following  printed  statements.  The  9 dwelling-houses  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation  are  at  present  the  subject  of  a Clearance  Area.  It 
will  be  observed  that  2 Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  the  year  and  10 
dwelling-houses  were  demolished  on  account  of  previously  made  Orders..

4.  HOUSING  ACT,  1936— PART  4— OVERCROWDING 

There  is  no  serious  overcrowding  in  the  district.  By  reference  to 
the  remarks  made  in  my  1951  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  cases  had  considerably  decreas^.  Other  cases  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year  under  review. 

Council  House  Properties.  The  health  officials  made  visits  to  the  621 
houses  owned  by  the  Council  mainly  in  regard  to  the  domestic  conditions 
existing  therein. 

To  the  credit  of  the  Tenants  and,  I am  sure,  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Council,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  in  only  a very  small  proportion  of 
cases  was  it  necessary  to  admonish  the  Tenant  for  failure  to  keep  the 
house  in  a satisfactory  state  domestically. 

The  Council  and  the  Council’s  Architect  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
having  been  awarded  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
1952  Diploma  and  Medal  (North  Midland  Region)  respectively  in  re- 
gard to  the  post-war  Housing  Scheme  at  Syresham. 
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SECTION  C. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food  Premises  Generally.  Many  problems  connected  with  food 
premises  and  food  hygiene  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  annual  re- 
ix>rts  to  this  Council.  It  has  also  been  stated  that  food  poisoning  is  on 
the  increase.  Fortunately,  however,  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
occurred  in  this  district  during  the  year.  As  stated  in  the  Infectious 
Disease  section  of  this  Report,  the  one  notification  received  was  con- 
nected with  an  outbreak  during  the  end  of  the  year  1951.  In  order  to 
to  cope  with  the  increase  in  this  disease  mention  of  what  used  to  be  the 
unmentionable — I mean  the  washing  of  hands  after  using  the  toilet — 
is  an  important  factor  in  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

There  was  a time  when  the  mention  of  lavatories,  drains  and  sewers 
caused  distress.  But  time  proved  that  the  neglect  of  lavatories,  drains 
or  sewers  caused  worse  distress  and,  though  perhaps  discreetly,  sanitation 
has  become  recognised  as  a profession  and  an  art. 

The  years  of  silence  gave  way  to  the  titter  and  the  smirk.  Now  it 
seems  we  have  progressed  so  far  that  such  matters  can  be  brought  to  light 
and  freely  discussed. 

It  has  been  stated  that  during  the  war,  when  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  sought  to  promote  an  advertising  campaign  ad- 
vising people  to  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  lavatory,  some  national 
newspapers  refused  to  publish  such  advertisements,  fearing  they  would 
offend  their  readers.  The  representative  of  one  great  newspaper  was  said 
to  have  stated  that  he  was  confident  that  his  readers  always  washed 
their  hands. 

The  idea  must  be  spread  that  neglect  of  this  essential  point  of  per- 
sonal hygiene  is  unclean  and  uncivilised — and  worse,  dangerous  and 
death  dealing.  Deaths  from  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  in  this 
country  are  estimated  to  be  running  at  5,000  a year.  Most  of  these  cases 
are  preventable.  Public  Health  workers,  inco-operation  with  local  food 
traders,  must  be  in  the  forefront  of  this  campaign,  fought  as  it  must  be 
with  delicacy,  tact  and  firm  persuasiveness. 

As  in  previous  years  much  time  has  been  devoted  to  places  where 
the  public’s  food  supply  is  dealt  with.  For  this  purpose  a total  of  387 
visits  were  made. 

Almost  without  exception  food  premises  in  this  district  are  small  in 
size  with  few  or  no  employees  as  the  business  is  usually  conducted  by 
members  of  the  family. 

Most  of  the  premises  could  do  with  some  money  being  spent  on 
bringing  them  more  up-to-date  but  because  in  the  main  the  businesses 
are  such  small  concerns  the  necesary  money  is  possibly  difficult  to  find. 
Furthermore,  the  cost  of  carrying  out  structural  improvement  to-day  is  a 
very  costly  affair,  but  the  question  arises  as  to  how  long  this  state  of  affairs 
can  be  allowed  to  remain  before  better  structural  conditions  should  be 
required.  It  is  well  known  that  old  premises  and  equipment  are  likely 
to  harbour  dirt  and  germs,  whereas  new  buildings  and  fittings  for  food 
establishments  present  much  less  difficulty  in  keeping  them  clean.  But 
whether  old  or  new  there  is  no  excuse  for  uncleanliness  in  regard  to  food 
premises  and  the  methods  employed  therein. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  nature  of  the  food 
nremises  in  the  area  together  with  the  number  of  visits  thereto  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year.  During  this  period  26  notices  were 
served  concerning  food  premises  and  29  were  complied  with  which  in- 
cludes some  work  actually  requested  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.

Milk  Supply.  Of  the  26  milk  samples  taken  more  than  80  per  cent, 
satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test. 

There  has  been  maintained  a steady  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
milk  distributed  in  the  district  as  will  be  shown  on  reference  to  the 
following  table. 

Milk  production  will  be  tremendously  helped  when  the  long-awaited 
mains  water  supply  is  available.  Failure  to  cool  milk  both  morning  and 
evening  and  throughout  winter  as  well  as  summer  months  and  the  use 
of  liberal  quantities  of  water  in  swilling  down  the  interior  of  milk  pre- 
mises is  in  many  instances  due  to  shortage  of  water.  A milk  dealer  even 
with  the  best  intentions  in  the  world  cannot  cool  the  milk  or  keep  his 
place  clean  unless  an  unlimited  supply  of  wholesome  water  is  readily 
available. 

A guinea  pig  innoculation  test  was  also  made  on  milk  supplied  to 
an  establishment  in  this  area  caring  for  a considerable  number  of  children 
one  of  whom  was  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  cervical  glands,  but 
the  test  proved  negative  indicating  that  the  disease  was  unlikely  to  have 
been  caused  through  the  medium  of  milk. 
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Tabulated  below  are  comparative  results  of  methylene  blue  tests 
made  on  samples  taken  over  the  past  13  years.

Ice  Cream.  There  are  now  24  premises  selling  ice  cream — the  highest 
ever.  Some  itinerant  vendors  from  neighbouring  towns  also  pay  frequent 
visits  to  this  neighbourhood  for  the  purpose  of  selling  ice  cream. 
Apparently  it  pays  them  to  do  so  but  the  local  trader  in  ice  cream  resents 
the  visits  of  these  “pirates”  on  his  territory.  Presumably  they  cannot  be 
stopped  from  coming  here.  Their  vehicles  and  equipment  are  inspected 
when  met  with  in  this  district. 


During  the  summer  months  49  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken. 
Upon  subjecting  them  to  the  methylene  blue  test  26  were  placed  in 
Grade  1,  53  per  cent.;  18  Grade  2,  36  per  cent.;  4 Grade  3,  9 per  cent.; 
and  1 in  Grade  4,  2 per  cent.  Those  in  Grades  1 and  2 respectively  are 
satisfactory  whilst  Grade  3 samples  are  of  a suspicious  quality  and  Grade 
4 definitely  unsatisfactory. 


Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of 
ice  cream  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  single  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a series 
of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent, 
of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades 
1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3 and  none  into  Grade  4.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 


Throughout  the  year  only  37  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  noti- 
fied. A decrease  of  135  against  the  number  of  cases  for  the  previous 
year.  None  were  of  a serious  character.  The  notification  of  food 
poisoning  received  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  had  connections  with  an 
outbreak  of  food  poisoning  referred  to  in  my  1951  report.  The  patient 
recovered. 

While  the  fact  that  only  37  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
appears  to  be  satisfactory,  this  raises  a doubt  as  to  whether  all  cases 
seen  by  the  General  Practitioner  are  notified  as  is  their  statutory  duty. 


No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  district  since  1944,  which 
once  again  proves  the  value  of  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria. 
In  the  Brackley  Rural  area  97  children  below  5 years  and  4 between 
5-14  years  of  age  were  immunised  showing  a total  of  101.  There  were 
26  booster  injections  given. 


There  were  10  children  under  5 years  of  age  and  3 between  the  age 
of  5-14  vaccinated  against  whooping  cough. 


There  is  now  a combined  vaccine  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
available  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  and  it  would  be  very  satisfactory  if  all 
parents  concerned  could  avail  themselves  of  its  use. 


Vaccination  against  smallpox  was  performed  on  47  children  under 
1 year;  4 between  the  ages  of  1-4  years;  1 between  5-14  years  and  2 at 
15  years  or  over,  a total  of  54.  Also  revaccination  took  place  in  regard 
to  5 children  between  the  ages  of  5-14  and  6 at  15  years  or  over  making 
a total  of  1 1 . 


Although  not  notified  as  such  by  the  Doctor  attending  the  case,  a 
post  mortem  examination  held  on  a young  man  aged  21  revealed  the 
cause  of  death  to  be  due  to  anterior  poliomyelitis.

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Tuberculosis. — All  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  respiratory  or  non- 
respiratory,  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In- 
stitutional care,  when  considered  necessary,  is  arranged  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  the  County 
Sanatoria. 


The  living  conditions,  etc.,  of  persons  subsequently  discharged  from 
these  sanatoria  are  investigated  by  this  Authority. 


There  were  7 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified — 4 males  and  3 
females— which  is  the  same  total  number  of  cases  as  in  1951  and  1950. 
Of  these,  4 were  a respiratory  nature  and  3 non-respiratory.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Since  Iasi  year  the  demands  on  the  services  of  Ihe  Rodent  Operative 
have  developed.  Requests  for  treatments  at  farms  and  on  agricultural 
holdings  are  on  the  increase  in  addition  to  visits  made  to  on'vate  and 
business  premises  besides  work  on  sewers  and  surface  dertakings 
belonging  to  the  Council. 

Warfarin  is  the  poison  now  being  mainly  used  and  with  very  satis- 
factory results.  It  is  safe  under  all  circumstances — having  no  injurious 
effects  on  humans  or  animals  other  than  the  rat — and  affords  a longer 
period  of  freedom  from  infestation.  It  is  not  used  in  the  treatment  of 
infested  sewers,  however,  where  Zinc  Phosphide  is  still  in  use. 

Altogether  968  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and 
bodies  of  715  rats  and  131  mice  were  picked  up  by  him.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  for  each  dead  rat  or  mouse  seen  after  carrying  out  a 
treatment  quite  four  limes  that  number  have  been  destroyed  without 
visible  signs  of  them. 

Reference  to  the  following  table  shows  details  of  the  work  performed 
by  the  Rodent  Operative.*  It  will  be  observed  that  he  used  483  lbs. 


8 ozs.  of  prebait  (224^  lbs.  in 

1951)  and  25  lbs.  of  poison  bait  (5  lbs. 

54  ozs.  in  1951 ).  a big  increase  on  the  amount  of  materials  used  last  year.

To  prevent  the  escape  of  rats  during  thrashing  operations,  25  visits 

were  made  in  accordance  with  the  Damage  by  Pests  (Thrashing  and 
Dismantling  of  Ricks)  Regulations,  1950.  Because  of  the  continued 
co-operation  of  farmers  with  the  Rodent  Operative  no  difficulties  were 
met  with. 

The  whole  of  the  year’s  work  was  again  performed  without  having 
to  serve  a single  notice  for  any  breach  of  the  Act.  No  doubt  this  is  due 
to  the  tact  and  efficiency  of  your  Rodent  Operative  who  has  again  carried 
out  his  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.
